GERMAN COMMERCIAL TREATIES. 


CAPRIVI EXPLAINS THEM-—ANOTHER BIG 
FPAILURE. . 

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—Chancellor Von Oaprivi 
opened the debate on the new commercial 
treaties in the Reichstag to-day. After ex- 
plainifig the effect of the treaties of com- 
mercial relations of Germany, Austria and 
Italy, the Chancellor said that the 
treaties show that Germany hus also 
made a good agreement with America and 
Russia especially in the matter of the reduc- 
tionof corn duttes on imports from these 
countries from 5 to 34 marks. This wasa 
great reduction, said the Chancellor, but ft 
was hecessary to secure provisions in event 
ofwar. The reduction he claimed eptatied 
no sacrifices on the part of the German far- 
mers, owing to the present high prices of 
cereals, which more than amply cov- 
ered any difference in prices which 
might be caused by the reduced duties. 

ANOTHER BIG FAILURE. 

The German world of finance was startled 
to-day by another crash among its moneyed 
institutions and by the discovery that an- 
other highly respected, admired and envied 
financier had been embezzling money fora 
long time past. In this latest revelation of 
fraud Adolph Albert, a prominent banker of 
Marlitz, in Prussian Silesia, 
declared a bankrupt, and 
amination into his affairs 
very poor outiook for his creditors. 
The banking house at the head of which was 
Herr Adolph Albert was composed of himself 
and his brother Marcus, and from present ap- 
pearances Adolph at least has been defraud- 
ing his clients for a long time past. He is 
said to have embezzled over 2,000,000 marks, 
including one deposit of 788,000 marks. 
Albert has left for parts unknown, but he Is 
believed to be on his way to the United 
States. Herr Marcus, Adolph’s brother, is 
believed to be implicated in the embhezzle- 
ments and has been placed under arrest. 

Chancellor Von Caprivi, continuing, said 
that the reduction of wine duties would 
make Germany a fleld of battle against 
French wines and would undoubtedly make 
German wine growers successful 
competitors against their French 
neighbors in foreign markets. The 
Dreibund’s peaceful principles combined 
with interior necessity has compelled the 
adoption of commercial alliances by the 
powers forming the Triple Alliance. Switzer- 
land has joined the Commercial Union, prov- 
ing its neutral character. Herr Von RKeich- 
ensperger, leader of the Catholic party, de- 
manded the unanimous vote of the Reichstag 
in favorof the treaties without further de- 
Date. He stated that the Chancellor un- 
doubtedly voiced the sentiments of the whole 
nation regaraing the Zoliverein. This state- 
ment was greeted with great applause.

RAIDING ALBANIANS. 


SERVIAN TERRITORY INVADED AND VILLAGES 
DESTROTED. 


BELGRADE, Dec. ”.—The Malissori tribe 
from Albahia have raided-and burned Pos- 
chanland Vrangevce villages in Servia, a 
short distance from Tetowo, and killed four 
of the tnhabitants. They afterwards attacked 
five hamlets, plundered the houses and killed 
seven persons. Lawlessness and brigandage 
have always been one of the features 
of Albania, which is under the Government 
of Turkey, but of late acts of violet_ce and 
robbery have been of unusually frequent oc- 
currence. The Porte has been doing its best 
to suppress the marauders, but with little 
success. AS a matter of fact the Turkish 
Government has always hesitated to enter 
into a direct conflict with the Albanian 
chiefs, and the natural consequences are 
that the latter do just about as they please. 
This raid into Servia which adjoins Albania, 
was no doubt due entirely to their thieving 
propensities, anc has no political signifi- 
cance. 

Unless the Porte interferes with a strong 
hand in Albania, it is believed that trouble 
will resuit from the attitude of the Albanian 
chiefs. A league of the chiefs has been 
formed by Cassassius Effendi, gnd notwith- 
standing the demands of the Turkish Govern- 
ment, they refuse to give up their arms. 
These chiefs notonly claim feudal rights as 
regards land, but hold that they have the 
right to levy troops. The military privileges 
which they have hitherto retained, have al- 
ways resulted in acts of brigandage. 


HONORS TO DOM PEDRO. 


SPAIN PAYS HOMAGE TO THE REMAINS OF THE 
EX-EMPEROR. 

MADRID, Dec. 10.—The government gave 
orders that as soon asthe train bearing the 
remains of the ex-Emperor of Brazil from 
Paris to thelr final resting place in Lisbon 
entered Spanish territory every fhonor due to 
the exalted station the deceased had formerly 
occupied should be paid. These orders were 
strictly carried out and at all the prin- 
cipal stations along the route, soldiers 
were arrayed along the platforms, and as 
the train rushed passed they presented 
arms, flags were dipped and royal honors 
were paid thedead ex-ruler. Some of the 
stations were tastefully draped with mourn- 
ing, with the flag of the old Empire of Brazil 
flying at half mast from poles. 

All along the route, at towns, Villages and 
hamlets the residents gathered along the 
line, late as the hour was when the train 
passed, and reverentiy bared their heads as 
the funeral train rushed past with thunder- 
ing noise and disappeared, in the darkness of 


the night.

»} ton. Mrs. Bridget Carnet keeps a grocery 


store on River street. At7 o’clock two men 
entered the place and demanded the contents 
ofthe till. Both hadtheir hats pulled over 
their faces and she could not recognize them 
at once. On her refusing to comply with 
their demand they threatened to kill her. At 
that moment Mrs. Carnet was horrified at 
discovering that one of them was her own 
son Joseph, who had been In Néw York for 
the past few days and returned unknown to 
her. Joseph forced his mother to a lounge 
in the store, still demanding money 
and calling on his companion, who 
proved to be Frank Denue of New York, to 
assist in making the womancomply. Denue 
drew a knife and told Mrs. Carnet that he 
would stab her if she dja not hand over the 
money she had. Mrs. Carnet saidif allowed 
to get up she would give her son the money. 
Then she went intothe adjoining room and 
took the opportunity to leave the house. She 
had not proceeded far before, overcome with 
weakness and fright, she fellina faint and 
remained so forsometime. When she recov- 
ered consciousness she went to the police 
station and informed the officers what had 
occurred, and the two men were soon after 
arrested. Inthe police court yesterday Car- 
net was held in $3,000 for the next term of the 
Middlesex County Grand-Jury, and Denue in 
$500. Carnet has served time for minor of- 
fences. Nothing is known of Denue.

rown was fixed at thirty yearsin the State 
penitentiary. 

The mur 
ham occurred at Upper Alton, Hil., on the 
night of March 17, 1990. About 2 o’clock he 
was awakened by the noise of a man ih his 
room. Mr. Gillham grappled with the in- 
truder, whose mission, as it afterwards de- 
veloped, was robbery, and after 
a short struggle Gillham was shot in the 
side, the wound proving fatal thirty days 
afterwards. The man’s description 
of the robbers led tothe arrest of George 
Starkey. Soon after Starkey’s arrest it was 
learned that he had an accomplice in the at- 
tempted burglary of Mr. Giliham’s house, 
and the confession of a man named Wyatt 
led to the arrest of John Brown 
as the man engaged with Starky in thecrime. 
The trial has occupied several days, the ev!i- 
den@e being mainly circumstantial, though 
anos pointing to the gullt of the man in 
custody. 

Mr. Gillham was one of the most prominent 
men inthe State and his murder attracted 
wide attention. His son, W. L. Gillham, 
gave up his business in Chicago and has de- 
voted almost his entire time to securing the 
punishment ofthe men who murdered his 
father. 

NOT GUILTY. 


VERDICT OF THE JURY IN BOHANNON TRIAL AT 
LEBANON, MO. 

LEBANON, Mo., Dec. 10.—Just before 10 this 
morning, after being outall night, the jury 
in the Bohannon case returned a verdict of 
not guilty. Nearly two years ago Tom 
Bobaganon killed Merrit Fulbright at a meet- 
ing of the Wheel, an organization of farmers, 
and the prominence of the men, with the in- 


fluence they wield, has lent much interest to 
all the proceedings connected with the case 
since that time. Bohannon is an extensive 
stock dealer, and Fulbright was member of 
the largest family in thecounty. 

The mosf important evidence was that 
given by Witness Hooper, who said he re- 
membered the meeting of the Wheei, at 
which he was secretary, when Fulbright was 
kiied. It was beld to hear certain charges 
which had been preferred against Bohannon. 
These charges were ruled out because they 
were notdated. tThe President advised Fui- 
bright and Bohannon to make friends. Ful- 
bright said be would not be friendly with 
Bohannon as long as God let him live, and 
accused Bohannon of swearing falsely 
against himincourt. The President called 
for order, but Fulbright kept on talking and 
began advancingon Bohannon ip an an 
manner. Bohannon repeatedly warned him 
to stop, but ashe paid noheed Bohannon 
fired.

How President Harrison’s Annual Effort 
Was Received. * 


INDORSEMENT AND CENSURE ABOUT 
EVENLY BALANCED. 


New York Press Comment Generally Fav- 
orable—Chicago Opinion Reaches the 
Two Fxtremes—The Tribune Tells 
What It Is Not—How It Ooncerns 
Canada—Food for Chilian Flame. 


New YorK, Dec. 10.—All of the morning 
papers have liberal comments on the Presi- 
Gent’s message, the tone of which fs gener- 
ally favorable for the expréssions and 
recom mendations contained therein. 

The Herald says the message is a straight- 
forwara.document which gives us a clear, 
photographic view of the events which have 
absorbed the country’s attention during the 
lasttwelve months. The prominent topics 
discussed are very naturally those suggested 
by our foreign relations. On the whole itisa 
very interesting document in spite of the 
fact that we cannot always agree with its 
conclusions and might take issue with many 
of its statements if we were so inclined. 

The Times says the message is a decidedly 
more respectable paper than those that have 
gone before it. Its tone is dignified, its ar- 
rangement clear and businesslike, most of its 
recommendations are conservative and sen- 
sible and some of them are timely and sound. 

The Sun says the leading topics of the 
message are foreign affairs and the finance. 
What it has to say of Chill is of grave import- 
ance. There is no mistaking the language 
which throws light on the recent movements 
of our warships. 

The Recorder says the message ig American 
throughout; it isa comprehensive statement 
of an Executive well informed ag to the rela- 
tions of our country with vuthersand always 
just regarding them, but who considers 
every topic, first ofall, with absolute devo- 
tion to the interests of the people of the 
United States and particularly ofthe great 
mass Of population who are wage-earners. 
The document cannot fail to increase the re- 
spect of the world forthe American people’s 
institutions and the firmness and dignity with 
which theyare considéred. 

The Tribune says the one characteristic of 
the message, which must impress overy can- 
did reader, is itsabsolute freedom from par- 
tisanship or prejudice. There is in it no 
straining for effect. It isa simple, clear and 
business-like statement of public affairs, full 
ef practical suggestions. 

he Press says the message is a thoroughly 
American document, in every line of which 
the spirit of patriotic desire for the public 
welfare is clearly expressed.

Wasninotor, D.C., Dec. 10.—As the pos- 
sible Chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and by virtue of that office the leader 
of the House, Mr. *pringer’s remarks are In- 
teresting. He was opposed, he said yester- 
day,to anything like an exhaustive tariff 
bill—like the McKinley billof two years ago 
or the Mills bill of four years ago, for exam- 
ple. ‘‘What we ought to do,’’ he continued, 
‘*{s to introduce a number of bills embracing 
but one article each. For instance, one bill 
ought to put iron ore on the free list. Others 
in turn should make coal, wool, cotton tles 
and binder twine free. Asan offset to free 
wool we ought also to introduce a 0bill 
making a corresponding reduction on 
the manufactured product. We might. 
begin introducing these bills Jan. 1, and let 
the members speak on them whenever ap 
opportunity occurred. Then we ought to ad- 
journ not later than the middle of next June, 
That’s where we made our mistake four 
yearsago. We stayed here trying to pass 
the Mills tariff bill, which we knew we could 
not get through the Senate until late in the 
autumn, instead of being out making 
speeches in the presidential cam paign,where 
we ought to have been. I think it would be 
well too, to give the Committee on Manufac- 
tures anew importance. The membership 
ought to be increased to twenty, ten Demo- 
crats and ten Republicans. It then should 
be divided into five sub-committees of 
three each and the i “(five commit- 
tees should be immediately sent through 
the country to investigate thor- 
oughly every branch of the protected in- 
dustries.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—The annual 
report of Attorney-General Miller was sub- 
mitted to Congress to-day. It reviews the 
business of the United States Supreme Court, 
and devotes a chapter to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, which, he says, has been organized 
in each circuit and is ready, for 
business, although the additional circuit 


Judge in each circuit has not yet been a 


pointed. It was found thatthe court coul€ 
be organized and such business as rmoight be 
Gffered could be transacted without such, 
judges and their appointment was, 
therefore, delayed until such appoint- 
ments could be acted upon by 
the Senate. It is necessary, he says, that 
some provision be mace forthe care of the 
Government in the Circuit Court of Appeals. 
In each circuit there are several districts, 


and, of course, Government cases 
will be carried by writ of er- 
ror of appeal from each of such 


districts into tne Circuit Court of Appleals. 
The law as it stands authorizes and requires 
no one to appear for the Government in such 
court. He suggests that each District At- 
torney be requred to follow and care for the 
eases from his district inthe Court of Ap- 
peals. He also favors the appointment of 
deputy clerks in these courts, 

In regard to the business of the Court of 
Claims the Attorney General says that the 
business bas increased twenty-fold since 
1880, and yet the force has not increased at 
all, and he therefore advises that the work- 
ing capacity of the court be largely in- 
creased.

An Old Real Estate Deal Recalled by Mrs. 
Tyler’s Death. 


The death of Mrs. Mary L. Tyler at Louls- 
ville recalls the early history of North St. 
Louis. Mrs. Tyler’s father, Col. Wm. Cham- 
bers, purchased in 1816 about half a section 
of land adjoining the city on the north, and 
associating Wm. Christy and Maj. Thos. 
Wright, the latter’s son-in-law, with him,

the investment made all three gentlemen im- 
menpsely wealthy, While most ef the prop- 
erty long since passed into other hands, Mrs. 
faa at her death still owned a number

the lots in the_ original § tract 
turchased by her father from Louls 
Lebeaume. When the tract was subdivided 


and laid out in lots four large blocks or 
squares were donated tothe city, one on the 
river front fora park, which is now called 
Exchange Square, and three between 
Elevegth and Twelfth streets and Madison 
and MO®ntgomery streets, one of which was to 
be a park, one the site of a public school and 
the third the site of an undenominational 
church. One of these blocks is now Jackjon 
Park and on another stands the Webster 
School. Grace Episcopal Church has posses- 
sion of the third one, the heirs of the donor 
all having been Episcopalians at the time the 
question of den ination was decided. The 
land, which was bought for less than $8,000 in 
1516, could not be obtained for that many 
million dollars at the sresent time. 

What disposition Mrs. Tyler has made of 
her St. Louis property will not be Known 
until her willis offered for probate, but It Is 
believed that it will be distributed among her 
children and the children of her deceased 
son. Six daughters survive, namely Mrs. 
Silas Bent ana Mrs. Williamson Bacon of this 
city and Mrs. Mary L. Johnson, Mrs. Barrett, 
Mrs. Bailey and Miss Roberta Tyler of Louis- 
ville. These ladies were all with the old lady 
atthe time of her death, as was also Mrs. 
Ada Tyler, her daughter-in-law. The latter 
was the daughter of the late Nathaniel G.

OKLAHOMA, Dec. 10.—About 6:30 last night 
fire was discovered in Church & Harrah’s 
grain and flour store, which spread with

There is not among the 16,000 words of 
the President’s message a reference to any 
enforcement or attempted enforcement of 
the anti-trust law passed by Congress 
about a yearand a half ago.

the price of its output 40 per cent and still 
make the 50 per cent net profit which he 
claims the glass men should be permitted 
tomake. But instead of being content 
with such a profit it occasionally shuts 
down enough of “its mills to decrease the 
output and keep up the price. 
It is inconceivable that President HAR- 
RISON sits at Cabinet meetings with a re- 
cipient of these giass trust profits, and 
does not know the facts and the law of the 
case. It is conceivable, however, that the 
Season why there is no effective prosecu- 
tion of these trusts is that among the prin- 
cipal supporters and advisers of the Presi- 
dent would be foiind the principal suffer- 
ers from an effective enforcement of the 
law against the trust devil. 


DEMOCRACY’S PREDICAMENT. 


The country learns from an alleged Dem-

THEY URGE SECRET INVESTIGATION OF 
THE POLYTECHNIC SALE. 


Suspicious Overtures Made to the Chair- 
man of the Investigating Committee— 
Director Fisse’s Remarkable Story of 
Ex-President Miller’s Connection With 
the Polytechnic Sacrifice. 


Although the School Board resolution au- 
thorizing an investigation of the sale of the 
Polytechnic building was passed only night 
before last and the committee appointed to 
conduct the investigation has not yet held its 
preliminary meeting, there are already some 
significant developments in the matter. 

Certain members of the old board have 
promptly set the wires to work to make the 
pending investigation a star chamber in- 
quiry, such as was always a characteristic 
feature of the methods of the old boodle 
board. They have been bold enough to ap- 
proach the Chairman of the two-days-old 
Investigating Committee with suggestions 
that the progress and plans of the investiga- 
tion be withhela from the public. 

Such suggestions, coming from the very 
men whose acts are to be investigated. are 
more than significant. They are almosta 
confession that there was rottenness in the 
Polytechnic building sale,and that it ts 
feared by the perpetrators of that job that 
the new board’s Investigating Committée is 
going to make the complete official exposure 
solong dreaded. Thatthe chairman of the 
Investigating Committee has refused toen- 
tertain these suggestions of secret committee 
work, however, isa bright indication of sat- 
isfactory developments for the future. 

The secret methods by which the sacrifice of 
the Polytechnic Building was effected on the 
night of Aug. 12, 1890, are to be thorougly in- 


| vestigated. And they are to investigated in 


the broad light of open day, with no attempt 
to shield any one connected with that mys- 
terious transaction, or to hide any of its 
features from the public view. 

The members of the Investigating Commit- 
tee are Director C, H. Huttig, Chairman and 
Directors Gist Blair, Brockman, Spinning, 
and Holthaus. Chairman Huttig was seen 
by a Post-DIsPaATCH reporter this morning, 
relative to the plans and methods to be em- 
ployed by the committee in its work. 

CHAIRMAN HUTTIG TALKS. 

‘‘Ishallcalithe first meeting of the com- 
mittee probably for next Thursday night,’’ 
sald Mr, oyseng ‘‘and that preliminary 
meeting will be forthe purpose of formula- 
ting the plan of the investigation. Speaking 
for myseif, and presumably also for the 
other members of the committee, I would say 
that the work of investigating the sale of the 
Polytechnic building will be gone into care- 
fully, and it will be done thoroughly. And 
right at the outset I would state that every 
tn the committee takes in the investigation 
will be open to the public. 

‘‘I make this statement for acertain very 
grave reason. Since the appointment of the 
committee, with myself as chairman, I have 
been approached by certain members of the 
old board with suggestions to be very careful 
about talking with newspaper men as to the 
progress of the investigation. The sugges- 
tions were given to me asa straight tip that 
I would find it wiser to adopt this course. It 
was urged that the committee could do much 
more satisfactory work when not harrassed 
by newspaper comment or publicity. I fail 
to agree in this idea for three reasons. First, 
because the suggestion came solely from 
members of the old School Board. Second, 
because in my opinion the investigation is 
undertaken fn the public interest, and the 
public, through the newspapers, is entitled 
to Know what we are doing. Third, because 
the committee intends touse allthe assist- 
ance possible in making the investigation a 
thorough one, and I consider the assistance 
ofthe public press, representing the people 
as the Post-DIsPpATCH has done inits School 
Board fight, as invaluable. This committee 
has & big contract on its hands inthis inves- 
tigation, and it proposestoutilize any fair 
eee yg attainable during the progress of the 
work. 
 **What members of the old board urged 
secrecy in the conduct of the investigation?’’ 

‘*I do not wish to give theirnames. lam 
not inclined to get into a controversy at 
present, asno goodcould come of it. But that 
plan was strongly urged as the proper one. 

PLAN OF THE INVESTIGATION. 

‘*Now, as to what the committee has to do, 
and how it proposes to work and speakin 
without having had any consultation with 
any fellow membérs ef the committee, I 
would say that what we have to dois toin- 
vestigate the Polytechnic building sale for 
proofs that the sale was a sacrifice, that 
tor some reason or other the property 
went for much less than its real value. If 
this can be proved 1 think there may be 
found some way of canceling or invalidat- 
ing the sale. There are certainly some sus- 
picious circumstances surrounding the way 
in which the sale was arranged, was 
authorized, and was consummated, which 
warrant investigation, 

‘*The investigation will naturally demand 
the admission of evidence from members of 
the old board, both the opponents and ad- 
vocates of the sale, a complete and. search- 
ing inquiry into the strange and hurried 
passing of the resolution which authorized 
the sale, theway in-which that resolution 
was passed, and the reason for such haste 


and*® mystery in its passage. Evidence 
will also be taken as to the value 
of the property at the time 


when the sale was made, and, if possible, to 
show also thatthe sale was mMadeina way. 
which necessitated a loss to the School 
Board treasury by reason of the apparent 
lack of effort to secure a better price than 
that offered by the firm which now holds the 
deed tothe property. Much morethan this 
will develop as amatter of course during 
the inquiry and demand investigation also, 
andevery new feature that may arise will 
receive careful attention, 

‘*My idea is to work slowly, surely and 
systematically, so that when the commit- 
tee’s work is ended its report will be an au- 
thoritative and satisfactory document. I 
count on being able tomake 9 thorough in- 
vestigation because I reckon upon the hearty 
support of the new members of the board 
who constitutea majority of that body. I 
should = that the investigation complete 
would be likely to occupy several months’ 
time, for the reason that its development 
may bring out other matters also demanding 
investigation.’’ 

FISSE IS MILLER’S FRIEND. 

**You speak of the sure support of the new 
members of the School Board,:Mr. Huttig. 
What about the opposition of Mr. Fisse to 
the resolution authorizing the investiga- 


tion?’’ 

‘*Mr. Fisse’s opposition is credited in the 
School Board to his warm personal friend- 
ship for ex-President Miller of the old board, 
who seems to have been most active in carry- 
ing through the Polytechnic sale. But even 
then, Mr. Fisse’s opposition was surprising, 
in view of the prompt stand-he had taken in 
opposing Macklin’s right to a seat in the 
board and on other reform questions. I have 
never heard “yd other reason given for his 
course except that of his friendship for Mil- 
ler, which is accepted in the board as the real 
cause of his discountenancing the Polytechnic 
investigation,’’ 

Director Fisse was next seen and was told 
of the reasons advanced for his opposition to 
the fnvestigation of the sale of the Polytech- 
nic Building, 

‘I have expected that charge to be made,’’ 
‘said Mr. Fisse, ‘‘but will state that while I 
am a warm friend of Mr. Miller’s, it was not 
toshield him that lop the* investiga- 
tion. Ithink there are other evils now ex- 
isting In the board, in the Building Commit- 
tee and elsewhere, that demand invostiga- 
tion and the time that Will now have to be 
given up to this Polytechnic matter. ’’ 

‘*Can’t those evils be corrected while the 
Polytechnic investigation is beimg carried 
forward?’’ 

‘*There is not only that investigation, but 
also thé contested election cases. Between 
those matters the whole School Board will 
have a pretty busy time of it.’’ 

**But is there any more pressing claim than 
that of the alleged sacrifice Of the Poly. 
technic roperty? You have already Stated 
yourself that the manner in which the Poly. 
technic sale was put through in the board 
was most suspicious.’’ 

**And so it was,’’ said Director Fisse. Then 
he proceeded to make rather a - startling 
statement relative to the impression pro-

Miller came fo see 
my father, who at once told him what a 
wrong step he had taken. 

‘**You will nevee recover from the false 
position you have put yourself in,’ said my

Nomatter how innocent of 
Wrong you may be, and as we know you are, 
the hurrying: through of that resolution in 
the way it was done is boundto throw @ sus- 
icion upon the transaction. You will never

Miller stated that the reasons why the sale 
had been hurried through without publicity 
was because such acourse was made neces- 
sary by the stipulations of Mr. R. 8. Brook- 
ings, the purchaser of the property. 

‘*Mr. Brookings stipulated thatif he made 
a bid forthe Polytechnic building property 
that bid should not be used as a lever with 
which to geta higher offer from some one 
else. He wanted the fact that he wasa bid- 
der Kept secret for the reason, he stated, that 
ifit was known that his house was after 
property in that locality it would be the sig- 
nal for prices to be advanced at once. That’s 
why Mr. Miller kept the bid from becoming 
opr and consummated the sale in the way 

edid. Itseemsto mea good explanation.

‘**But Keeping one bid secret for fear of 
gettinga higher bid was rather rough on 
public school interests, wasn’t it?’’

The Gas Company Claimed That Their 
Contract With the City Exempted 
Boats Landing at Their Private Wharf 
—Leave Granted to. Amend the Peti 
tion—Uther Cases in the Courts. 

An interesting debate took place to-day in 


Judge Withrow’s court between City Coun - 
and Mr. 


sellor William C. Marshall 

H.._W. Bond of the law firm of 
Gibson, ‘Bond & Gibson. The discus- 
sion was brought by the. trial of 


the injunction proceedings brought by the 
Laclede Gas Light Co.. against the city to 
restrain the city from coilecting wharfage 


taxes on coal barges landing at 
a private wharf boat belonging 
to. the Laclede Gas Tight Co. 


The suit was instituted some time agoand 
was set for hearing before Judge Withrow 
to-day. Mr. Bond represented the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. and Mr. Marshall the city. 

In April, 1885, the St. Louls Gas-Light Co., 
which has since been bought by the Laclede 
Gas-Light Co., obtained a pernfit to maintain 
a private wharfboat at the foot of 
Rutger street. The river front is not 
improved at the point witha regular wharf. 
The gas company was to make all its own 
improvements and pay to the city $2 per foot 
per annum for a space of 172 feet or 
$28.66223 a month. The permit, however, con- 
tained the clause that the Gas Company 
should comply with all the city ordinances. 

The city recently notified the company that 
it would hereafter charge the usual whartf- 
age on all vessels landing at the whartf- 
boat, which is 3 cents per ton on 
the capacity of the vessel. The Laclede Gas- 


Light Co. went into court and asked for an 
injunction on the ground of equity 
to have the city restrained from 


collecting the tax. In its petition the Laclede 
Gas Light~Co. sets forth that it bought its 
coal in Pittsburg, Pa., and had it brought in 
barges and delivered at its private landing, 
which it held under a contract with the city. 
The Laclede Gas-Light Co. held that {t was 
illegal for the city to collect the taxand 
asked to have the city restrained from at- 
tempting to.collect,the tax or arresting 
those in charge of the boats or barges for 
failure to pay the tax. 

When the case was called for trial to-day 
City Counselor Marshail objected to Its trial, 
claiming that the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
haa no standing in court,” under 
the pleadings of its petition. He 
saidthat underthe allegations of the peti- 
tion the Laclede Ga-sLight Co. had no Inter- 
est inthecase. The taxes, he sald, were not 
to be q@pliected from the Laclede Gas-Light 
Co., but from the owners of _ the 
boats. Mr. Bond contended that the tax 
would come on the Laclede Gas-Light Co., 
because it was the company’s coal, and the 
boats were empioyed by the company. Mr. 
Marshall denied that that could be assumed 
under the pleadings. It was alleged,he stated 
that the coal was €o be delivered to the La- 
clede Gas-light Co. That, he claimed, 
showed that the coal did not belong to the, 
Laclede Gas-Light Co., but to some coal 
dealer in Pittsburg until it was received by 
the Laclede Gas-Light Co. 

Mr. Marshall held that the citv had not the 
right to grant the special use of any portion 
of the wharf to any individual or corporation 


special use of any street, and that 
had been decided to be thecase by Judge 
Withrow himseif in the Schopp case in which 
certain merchants on Third street, near 
Franklin avenue, raised the point that it was 


illegal to rent stands for wagons on the 


street. 

The City Counselor then read the law show- 
ing that, the statute under which the Laclede 
Gas-Light Co. claimed immunity referred to 
another statute, which prescribed that the 
tax.be collected. 

Mr. Bond adhered to his propost- 
tion that the coal was the 
Laciede Gas-Light Co.’s coal, and that in the 
eyes ofthedjaw it was conveying its own 
property inits own vessels.

Capt. Dan Able’s Vote Saves a West End 
Landmark. 


A BOULEVARD SCHEME KNOCKED IN THE 
HEAD BY SENTIMENT. 


The Present Plans for Opening Taylor Av- 
enue to the Cemeteries Avoid Capt. 
Edwin Hayden’s Big Tree Very Care- 
fully—The Remarkable Career of Dele- 
gate Patrick Mullarkey. 


Commissioner M, J. Murphy laughed a 
little this morning, ashe wheeled around in 
his revolving chairand tossed two petitions 
to Private Secretary Jesse <A. Murphy. 
‘*Those gentlemen will have to agree among 
themselves before this départment can do 
anything to help them,’’ he said. 
The petitions were forthe opening of Tay- 
lor avenue from Magnolia avenueto Carter 
avenue. Each one proposed to run the 
street through in a different way, but the dif- 
ference betweenthe tworoutes is not one 
hundred feet. And upon these petitions 
hangs a story illustrating the frequent balk- 
ing of publicimprovements bythe personal 
objections of individuals. 

A DRIVE TO THE CEMETERIES. 
Taylor avenue now runs up from the south 
to Magnolia avenue and there stops. It be- 
gins againat Carter avenue, and goes on 
north tothe cemeteries. The people living 
about Taylor and Magnolia thought that 
they could get a good drive ‘to the cemeteries 
by opening Taylor avenue through 
the ground betweeh Magnolia and Carter,and 
believed that they would also increase the 
value of their property by giving 
i®@ a front on the new street. So they 
put in a petition to Commissioner 
Murphy. He looked kindly upon the idea and 
was about to recommend the opening tothe 
Board of Public Improvements, when Capt. 
Edwin Hayden of the American Express 
Co. came to him and objected. 

DEFENDED AN ANCIENT OAK. : 

He said that the new street, as it was pro- 
posed, would run through his property, and 
right in its way was an oak tree,that he loved 
the apple of his eye. He had 
grow and had sat under 
its shade in summer, while the children used 
its low boughs for their swings.- The tree 
should not be cut down, 

Commissioner Mgrphy heard him and told 
him that the tr should be protected if he 
would withdraw his opposition. He said 
he would inclose the oak with a railing and 
keep it standing there in the center of the 
Street. Capt. Hayden was still dissatisfied, 
but Commissioner Murphy recommended the 
opening, nevertheless. A day was fixed 
for hearing (he property owners, and Capt. 
Hayden worked up such an opposition to the 
scheme, hisonly idea being to defend the 
oak,that a remonstrance against the opening, 
signed by a majority of the owners, was 
presented tothe Board. He brought quite a 
number of them, too, to the meeting, and 
they spoke vigorously against the opening of 
the street. One of the objectors, 
Mr. J. D. Keebaugh, said that he 
did not want coachmen riding by to the 
cemeteries on the boxes ofcarriages and 
spitting on his front pofch. The board post- 
poned a vote on the matter for a week. 


CAPT. ABLE SAVES THE OAK. 
The remonstrances of the majori- 
ty of the property -owners made 


it necessary to have an unanimous vote of 
the board to pass the bill. Before the next 
meeting Capt. Hayden wentto seethe Har.- 
bor Commissioner, Capt. Dan Able, whoisa 
neighbor of his, and asked Wim to save the 
oak from desecration. There isa good deal 
of sentiment in Capt. Able, and the other’s 
arguments ne Pa splenic im that when the 

oard met again, he voted against the street 
and showed the bill to the Sauer. 

Now, the perty-owners up there seem 
to be changing their minds, and want the 
street  awerey _Each of the two routes de- 
Scribed in the petitions sent to Commissioner 
Murphy diverges, when it reaches the tree 
of Capt. Hayden, and .gives it such a wide 
berth that he cannot possibly object. The 
lines are drawn also so as to keep away from 
Mr. Keebaugh’s porch.

Delegate Patrick Mullarkey has not been 
seen around the City Hall since he got mar- 
ried, and in the offices of the House they say 
that he is thinking of resigning.

LA GRIPPE AN EPIDEMIC. 


A Very Large Number of Peoples Suffering 
From Influenza. : 

The dreaded influenza is again abroad 
through the land. The weather for the past 
month has been very favorable for colds, and 
the result is a large crop of victims suffering 
from the grip. A number of doctors spoken 


to this morning ccnfirmed the rumors that 
the disease would. be. as widespread as last 
year. Though not so acute in form 
its after effects are more marked, all of the 
physicians agreeing that the resultant nerv- 
ous depression and languor are more appar: 
ent and still more difficult toovercome. The 
weakness of the glands in the throat which 
was a marked effect of the disease last year 
is not so prevalent, but instead the disease 
passes from the nostrils and eyes to 
the ears causing a painful inflammation. 
The- doctors say that the spread 
‘of the disease so far has _ »been 
greatly exaggerated,owing tothe tendency to 
call every severe coldthe grip, but as the 
winter advances it will become more genéral. 
The only way to stave off an attack is to keep 
the system in perfect order, avoid draughts 
and exposure and be especially careful in 
going Jrom @ warm room into the vupep air. 
By so doing the system will not beso apt to 
‘catch the contagion. The presence of the 
disease has been very marked in the big 
wholesale stores down town and the namber 
of school teachers laid up has been very 
large. The physicians say that the atmus- 
phere ofthe city is ina vitiated condition 
and is most favorable to the spread and prop- 
agation of suck diseases as erysipelas, pneu- 
monia and influenza, which are regarded by 
physicians nowadays as contagious diseases.

How the Transfer and Merchants’ Ter- 
minal Companies Fooled the Council. 


THEY PROMISED TO HANDLE CARS FOR 
$1, BUT THEY CHARGE $3. 


The Provisions of Two Ordinances Grant- 
ing Valuable Franchises Evaded—How 
It Is Done—Explanations Made—Why 
Shippers Do Not Complain—Ordinances 
Which No Ong Has Power to Enforcs. 


Some years ago the St. Louls Transfer Rall 
way and later on the Merchants’ Terminal! 
railway were petitioners before the Municipal 
Assembly for more franchises and more 
tracks. They weretoimprove the city and 
benefit the city by extending their roads and 
then giving the merchants and shippers of 
St. Leuis greater facilities at cheaper rates, 
One of the propositions made by both com- 
panfes was to transfer cars from the north 
to the south end of the city for the uniform 
sum of one dollar. Both the ordinances on 
this subject were as plain as day, and ad- 
mitted of no double construction or misun- 
dertanding. One dollar per car loaded, and 
the empty cartobe returned without extra 
charge. 

The impression that prevailed in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly and among the citizens 
was that this would result in $1 transferring 
over these two lines, and that the merchants 
of St. Louls would be benefited thereby. Inthis 
opinion, however, they were most sadly mis- 
taken. Itis impossible to-dav tohave a car 
taken and moved by either of the two com- 
panies for less than $3, and on to that $3 they 
often succeed in tagging ona dollar here 
and a dollar there, until noone cantell how 
much the charge wili amount to in the end. 

WHAT THEY AGREED TO DO, 

The ordinances onthe subject have never 
been amended as tothe charge section and 
are very plain and concise. 

The Transfer Ratliway ordinance says: 

Sec. 2. Said St. Louis Transfer Railway Co. shall 
transfer and switch, or pall to orfrom any transfer 
boat, and connecting jines and switches, cars for all 
persons or companies along the line hereby author- 
ized, at equal rates, and its charges for switching, 
including such pulling to and from said buvats and 
connecting lines and switches, and the returnof all 
emptied cars shall not exceed $1] per loaded car over 
any portion of the route between Arsenal street and 
the switches of the St. Louis Water-works. Said St. 
Louis Transfer Railway Co. shall switch or move all 
' cars within eight hours after notice and receipt of 
car or cars trom connecting railroads or transfer 
boats. 

The limits are fixed ‘‘overany portion of 
the route between Arsenal street and the 
switches of the St. Louls Water-works.’’ It 
is hardly possible to get around these terms, 
yetthe company does sowiththe greatest 
ease and facility. Trackage, storage, use of 
yards, efc., come in for $k or $2 each. 
ikixtra tracks, private switches and a mass of 
other reasons for more charges are paraded 
out from all sides. The Merchants’ Terminal 
Railroad has in its ordinance a claim which 
sa ys : 

_ sec. 6. The said St. Louls Merchants’ Bridge 
rermninal Railway Co., its successor or assigns, shall 
rec@ive fromany other railroad company, person, 
firm or corporation, and deliver toany other railway 
company, person, tirm or corporation that shall here- 
after have connection with its tracks within the City 
of st. Louis, including the return of the empty cars 
free of charge, any and all cars loaded, and also shall 
receive fromany railway company, person, firm or 
corporation that shall hereafter have connection 
with its tracks within the City of &t. Louis, inelud- 
ing the return of the empty cars free of charge, and 
er- 
son, firm or corporation that shall hereafter have 
connection with its tracks, including the return of 
the empty cars free of charge, as also to receive in 
car-load lots of freight from any person, firm or cor- 
poration that shall hereafter have connection with 
its tracks, and transfer the car to any person, firm or 
corporation that shall hereafter have connection 
with its tracks,including the return of the empty cars 
free of charge, for which service it may charge 
thereforasum of money not to exceed $1 for each 
car so transported to any station, initial or terminal 
point on the line of its railway within the limits of 
the City of St. Louis; that it shall receive and de- 
liver to any connecting railway at its tewminals, or 
any railway company, person, firm or corporation 
that shall hereafter have connection with its tracks, 
which service the said St. Lonis Merchants’ Bridge 
Terminal Railway Co. shall do and _ perform 
without discrimination or delay, and within a rea- 
sonable time aiter written notice shall have been 


Kiven to its proper officer or agent for the 
service required; and whenever the net profits of 
the said St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Termina! 
Railway Co. Shall. in any one year exceed 8 


per centum on the capitalactually invested by said 
company, earned from its passenger and freight 
traflic, including the fixed charge herein provided 
for transferring, switching or pulling ears, and in- 
cluding the compensation received from all other 
railroad companies having connection with it for 
running their trains. locomotive engines and cars, 


oaded or einpty. over its railway 
tracks, side tracks, switches, turnouts 
and turn-tables, as provided for in sec. 


of this ordinauce, then the charges for transferring, 
switching or pulling and returning cars for the per- 

rons, corporations and railways aforesaid, shall im- | 
inediately be reduced for the ensuing year to such a 
sum per car as will produce, from the number of cars 
80 transported durigg the previous year, not more 
than 8 per centum per annuin on the capital actu- 
ally invested by said company; and in consideration 


of the rights and franchises hereby granted under the 

rovisions of this ordinance, the St. Louis Merchants’ 

sridge Terminal Railway Co., its successors and as- 
Signs, Covenants and agrees that it will file with the 
Comptroller of the City of St. Louis, on the first day 
‘of January of each year, a full and complete state- 
ment of the earnings and expenses Of said company 
for the year next preceding. subscribed and sworn 
to by its President and Secretary. 

Over this line as over the other no cars can 
be moved for less than $3 a car. 

One of the minor agents of the Transfer 
Ry. Co., who was asked to explain the thing 
made an attempt, but could not. He said 
that ‘‘trackage,’’ or the useofthe company’s 
tracks, was charged for at the rate of $2 
car. The switching only cost $1, but the 
trackage Was more and nO company could 
make money for less. He could not understand 
how it was but Knew that the office had fixed 
itso, At the office of the Transfer Railway 
Co., it was stated that the orizinal $1 busi- 
ness still stood; but since that time new 
ordinances had heen passed, additional 
tracks and switches laid, and there were 
two other tracks which existed before 
this particular ordimance was passei! 
and were not in conseeqence subject to it. so 
that now only $1 was charged for switching 
over that particular and specified part of the 
road, but additional charges were made for 
other parts, which.existed before or were 
added on afterwards. 

UTTERLY DISREGARDED. 

From alithe information that could be ob- 
tained to-day on the subject the verdict is 
that the $1 switching charge is simply a dead | 
letter, and a car-load of $ cannot be 
moved from one part of the city to another 
over either ofthese roads for a thing near 
a@ @oilar.

Gen. Grant's Remains. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—The removal 
of the remains of Gen. Grant from New York 


to the National Cemetery of Arlington will be 
roposed again during the present session by 
enator Plumb. He pro sto introduce at 
an early date a concurrent resolution provid- 
ing for the removal of the remains and to ask 
that it lle upon the table. He will not ask to 
have it referred to ony committee, but will 
Keep it on the table until a favorable occasion 
for its consideration shall arise. He has no 
doubt that it will pass by a sate majority, as

MAJORITIES IN EACH HOUSE IN FAVOR 
OF FREE COINAGE. 


But the Strength of the Silverites Is Not 
Great Bnough to Overcome the Presi- 
dential Veto—The Standing of Hach 
Chamber by States—Suggestive Sta- 
tistics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10,—The align- 
ment of the members of the Fifty-second 
Congress onthe silver question is puzzling 
the politicians. The possibility that silver 
may subordinate the tariff as an issue in the 
next presidential campaign makes the 
standing of the present Oongress on the 
white metal a matter of national interest. 
A poll of all the members of each house shows 
that a bill for the unlimited coinage of silver 
will have a majority in each branch of the 
National Legislature, but will not have the 
necessary support in the Senate to over- 
come the President’s veto.

THE BOMB THROWER. 


There Is Still no Identification of Russell 
Sage’s Assailant. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—The name of the man 
whothrew the bombin Russell Sage’s office 
is still unknown, and the solution ofthe 
crime has yet to be told. It is now apparent 
to Inspector Byrnes that William D. South- 
worth had no part in planning the explosion, 
and that ‘Capt.’’ Harry Horne’s story is of 
no account. . 

The inspector says he has made no new dis- 


coveries. Many believe that the head of the 
dynamiiter will mever be identified. He was 
in all probability a lunatic, andifhe has any 
relatives they G@’t care to incur notoriety 
by claiming him. Southworth’s ‘‘R. H. V.’’ 
badge has been explained. Joseph A. Joel, 
who has a military goods store, Nassaua 
street, gives information that Southworth’s 
badge hasno anarchial significance. Early 
in last October Southworth entered Mr. 
Joel’s store and said. he wished to leave an 
order for 100,000 uniforms, muskets and 
swords. Hewas about to organize he said 
a labor association with the object of placing 
the railroads of the country under Govern- 
mentcontrol. He said he had just returned 
from Europe where he had been sent to 
ascertain how the railroads were managed 
there and be wasto be backed inhis enter- 
tae here by ar connected with the 
asonic Temple and by all the railroads. 
- Mr. Joel asked Southworth the meaning of 
the letters R. U. V. and Southworth ex- 
plained by writing ona card. The ‘‘1-10’’ in 
the ‘*U,’’ Southworth explained, meant that 
one-tenth of incomes were to be divided 
among the working people. In California 
Southworth wore a badge having the letters 
‘*G. A. L.,’’ sighifying Grand Army of Labor. 
ATTEMPT TO STEAL THE HEAD. 

Coronér Messemer is authority for the 
statement that on Sunday night an attempt 
was made to steal the head from the Morgue. 
He says that the robbers left the marks of 
their presence on the Morgue door and win- 
dows, and that now when the Morgue is 
closed for the night the head is takentoa 
place of safety. The Coroner suspects mu- 
seum people ofthe attempted burglary, and 
says it was their intention to exhibit the 
head in other cities. 


JOHN HERBERT PHILLIPS’ STORY. 
CuIcaGo, Ill., Dec. 10.—John Herbert Phil- 
lips, the man whose picture was identified by 
Russell Sage and Col. Siocum as that of the 
man who hurled a dynamite bomb at the 


great put andcall operator, is in Chicago, 
alive and well. Hetells a strange story of 
envy and fear on the part of certain persons 
who spread the report that he was the would- 
be assassin of Russell Sage and threatens to 
reveal a sensational chapter in the history 
ofa certain bank in New York unless the ef- 
forts to discredit him are stopped. Mr. Phil- 
lipsisat present employed as a book-keeper 
by the commission firm of Porter Bros., at 99 
South Water street. Speaking of the story 
telegraphed from New York he said: 

**Most of it is false. Some of it is true. 
Right in the startI will admit the peculation. 
Idid makeaslip, but when they told that 
much or the story they ought in justice to 
have told all. I was assistant book-keeper in 
the Hanover National Bank. I used some 
money not belonging tome but the amount 
was not $3,000, as stated in the story told. 
Less than $700 would cover all of it. The 
whole sum was restored to the bank andl 
hold a paper signed by the bank officers, 
agreeing to let it drop and not renew itin 
any way. Thatisall thereisto my share of 
the ‘peculation’ but there are others involved 
init. Toa certain extent I have been made 
@ scape-goat in this matter. I have held 
my tongue and shouldered all the blame, 
which I might have compelled others to share 
with me. I am not ready yet totell all the 
story of that ee > but if this attempt 
to ruin me is continued, I will give out facts 
that will make some people in New York wish 
they had left mealone. They say I got only 
$700 a year and spent $3,000. Lcan prove that 
I earned considerable money by work outside 
the bank, and did not spend $3,000 a year. I 
was no more crazy than lamnow. Icer- 
tainly did like to have money, but I cannot 
think that should be construed as a symptom 
of insanity. I never was an Anarchict. I 
never preached redivision of wealth. I was 
not that crazy.’’

FISHING, 

HAMILTON, Ontario, Dec. 10.—The Inter- 
national Game and Fish Commission have 
considered the report prepared at the Roches- 
ter meeting. Resolutions were numerous and 
embraced every portion of the subject. One 


of the resolutions was to the effect that pro- 
visions should be introduced into the laws of 


States represented in the conference 
forbidding the taking and having 
possession of salmon, trout and 
white fish of the weight of less than 


two pounds each, bass of the weight of less 
than one pound and blue pike of less weight 
than three-quarters of a pound. Another 
resolution recommended tbe United States 
Congress to have made, through the United 
States Fish Commission, a full and careful 
biological survey of the great lakes with the 
view of determining the character, plentiful- 
ness of food and habits of migration of com- 
mercial fish. Another resolution wasin favor 
of conserving the powerand interest of the 
States in the lake fisheries and against turn- 
ing over the control of them to the United 
States Government. Another resolution ap- 
proves the action ofthe United States Con- 
gress in-establishing hatching stations on the 
St. Lawrence for the production of commer- 
cial Tish. 

The following resolution has special refer- 
ence to Canada: 

‘*That we ask of the Canadian Fish Com- 
missioners a prohibitory lawthat will pro- 
hibit the use of all kinds of nets in the Cana- 
dian waters of the St. Lawrence River, the 
same as the New York State codification bill 
now recommends. Wealso ask of them to 
appoint the same time for their close season 
on the § Lawrence River for all kinds of 

ame fish that the: above-named codification 

ill recommedds; also, 

‘*Resolved, That the Ontario government 
be requested to establish fish hatcheries in 
Ontario for the restocking of Canadian 
waters.’’ 

Similar resolution was passed in regard to 
the New York State legislative body and 
United States waters.

HE HOLDS THE FORT 


New York Policemen Unable to Capture 
a Violent Madman. 


HELPLESS FEMALES BARRICADED IN 
THE HOUSE WITH HIM. 


George S. Stokes, a Homicidal Lunatic 
and a Giant in Strength, Successfully 
Resists Six Stalwart Officers—Diplom- 
acy and Force Alike Fail—The Strong- 
hold Stormed Without Effect. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10,—Six stalwart police- 
men spent all yesterday afternoon and 
evening trying tocapture George S. Stokes, 
the gigantic lunatic, and at midnight he was 
still safely barricaded in his mother’s house 
at No. 214 East Fourteenth street. He was 
masterof the situation. The police could 
not break into the house and Stokes could 
not be induced to come outon any pretext, 
though they tried many. The lunatic was in 
complete control of a household of women, 
who were supposed to be locked in to their 
rooms; the policemen could only stand in 
the street and suck their thumbs. 

Stokes’ story has already been briefly told. 
Two years ago he was committed to an in- 
Sane asylum near Stockton, Cal. He was 
thena raving maniac. Whenhe had been 
there a year anda half he was brought East 
in mancles and was put inthe State Home- 
opathic Asylum at Middletown. He was re- 
leased from the institution last Thanksgiv- 
ing Day on the requestof his mother, Mrs. 
Fannie A. Stokes. Alawyer had induced 
her to believe that her son was perfectly 
sane and should not be confined. 

When Stokes tame to New York on his re- 
lease he took up his quarters In his old home, 
No. 214 East Fourteenth street. It was the 
house of his grandmother, Mrs. Miller, the 
venerable widow of a well-known wholesale 
grocer of twenty years ago, who left an 
estate valued at $1,000,000. Mrs. Miller is 
aged and feeble, but still presides at the head 
of the family in the old homestead. With 
her live the two married daughters, Mrs. 
Stokes and Mrs. Maxwell, and the latter’s 
husband, the Rev. James L. Maxwell. As 
soon as Stokes arrived here he began to act

The $1,000,000 
left by the late Mr. Miller was so willed as to 
pass intact from generation to generation. 
But old Mrs. Miller’s death means consider- 
able ready money tothe younger members of 
the family, ang this fact was evidently 
known tothe unfortunate lunatic. He took 
to watching the old lady and his mother until 
his grandmother’s fright became so great on 


and barricaded herself within its protecting 
walls, 

On that same night Stokes called his 
mother into his-room, and spreading a paper 
out before the alarmed woman demanded 
her signature. What the paper was noone 
knows. Mrs. Stokes did not sign it. She is 
very deaf, and pretending not to hear her 
son’s demand, smiled at him in reply to his 
threat, and promising to be back in a minute 
escaped from the room and house, 

Once out of her mad son’s power, the 
mother’s resolution was quickly taken. 
Early yesterday morning she swore outa 
warrant for the lunatic’s arrest Private 
Detective Irving accompanied Mrs. Stokes in 
the court, having Known her son many years 
before his insanity, and having, in behalf of 
the family, investigated the circumstances 
surrounding his incarceration in the Califor- 
nia asylum over two years ago. Irving threw 
in his lot with the court officers, and, armed 
with the warrant, the three started out in 
search of their man. 

The detective knew Stokes of old, a giant in 
size and strength and utterly regardless of 
human life. He knew that the man who had

He will 
take it as coming from his cousin, I’li now go 
back into the house and see what Ican doto 
help.you.’’ 

Dr. Maxwell then hurried back to the house 
and disappeared within its doors to reappear 
no more last night, notwithstanding the 
lively occurrences under his very windows. 
His suggestions were followed, and a note 
signed *‘Percy Kenner’’ was soon in the 
crank’s hands. It worked no beiter than the 
other. Taking the startled messenger boy in 
his muscular hand, Stokes forced him against 
the wall and giared into his terror-expanded 
eyes as he hoarsely whispered, ‘‘Go and tell 
the men who want me that they will have to 
take me right here rrom my home, I wiil not 
go out to meet them.’’ 

Then released, the boy fled to his office, 
Again the three outside conferred, and in 
view of the man’s well-established reputation 
for bloodthirsty ferocity and phenomenal 
strength, it was decided to call for additional 
men before raiding the premises. Three 
able-bodied licemen in citizens’ clothes 
were detailed by the Sergeant in charge at 
the Fifth Street Station and, six strong, the 
party advanced upon the darkened house.

{HEY DROWN A PLAYMATE TO SECURE 
HIS CLOTHING,

Captured—Counterfeitera Bagged in 
Texas— Railroad Station Raided. 


LIVERPOOL, Dec. 11.—The two boys, Craw- 
ford and Shearon, who killed thetr playmate, 
a lad named Eccles, § years of age, on Sept. 
98, have been adjudged guilty of murder and 
sent to the Catholic Reformatory. Shearon 
is 8 years old and. Crawford 9. Their youth 
saved them from the hangman. 

This case has excited great Interest, as the 
crime stands without parallel in the history 
of English criminal jurisprudence. The ob- 
ject of Shearon and Crawford in causing the 

eath of Eccles was to procure the clothing 
worn by the latter, but according tothe evl- 
dence, this could easily have been done 

{thout causing the death of the little fel- 
fa, Shearon was a vicious boy, much 
given to playing truant. He had been de- 
tected in his truancy, and as a punishment 
his parents had taken his clothes from him, 
hoping by this means to keep him in the 
house. They failed in their object, however. 
Shearon secured a piece of sacking, covered 
himself with it and left the house. He met 
Crawford, who was also a vicious boy, and 
between them they plotted to entice the first 
decently clad boy whocame along to accom- 
pany them, and when the opportunity of- 
fered to rob him of his clothing. 

In a short time they met Ecclesand induced 
him to go with them to play on a raft that 
was floating on the waterthat filled a deep 
excavation near where some Dulldings were 
in course of construction. When the boys 
reached the place they found other boys 
playing there, and they, consequently, de- 
layed killing their comrade until these other 
boys went away. Oncethe other boys were 
away Shearon, Crawford, and Eccles paddled 
the raft to a part of the excavation where the 
water was twelve feet deep. Here Shearon 
and Crawford. seized Eccles and pushed 
him overboard. They found it awkward to 
get his clothes off while he was struggling in 
the water, so they dragged him on the raft 
again and stripped him, They then threw 
him into the water again. | 

Young Eccles made frantic efforts to save 
himself from drowning, but he could not 
swim and every time he tried to pull himself 
aboard the raftthe other boys pushed him 
away, paying no attention to his piteous ap- 
peals for them to save him. After a time Shea- 
ron and Crawford pulled their little victim 
on to the raft, nottosave him, but to take 
him to a deeper partof the excavation to’ 
drown him. The little fellow pleaded hard | 
for bis life, but the young fiends had no 
mercy, and for the third time they threw 
him into the water. Young Eccles’ strength 
was gone and aftera few futile struggles he 
drowned. 

His murderers then took his body from the 
water, conveyed ittothe shore and with a 
ferocity for which no explanation can be 
found save that it was due to natural de- 
pravity, stamped upon it again and again. 
For twu hours they watched the body to see 
if it moved, prepared, if any sign of life 
should manifest itself, to complete their hor- 
ridle crime. After making sure that Eccles 
was dead Shearon and Crawford divided his 
clothing and returned to their homes. When 

Eccles’ body was found suspicion rested on 
the two boys who had last been seen in his 
company and they were arrested, They did 
not hesitate totellof their crime and con 
fessed to all the horrible details with no 
show of feeling.
